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Historical Bucks Building Sold For $1, To Be Moved 


The Bucks County Commission­ 
ers yesterday sold the 142-year- 
old Ross law office building in 
Doylestown to Howard M. Barnes, 
executive vice president of the 
Doylestown 
N.Kional 
Bank 
and 


Trust Company, for $1. 
The structure, which is located 
on Court St., adjacent to the new 
county courthouse, which is pres­ 
ently under construction, is the 
oldest b r i c k building in Doyles­ 


town, and down through the years 
was legal headquarters for the 
Ross family, which included sev­ 
eral judges and a State Supreme 
Court justice. 
The commissioners, had been 


mulling over the problem for some 
time, trying to decide whether to 
leave it there, destroy it, or bear 
the expense of moving it to »mi- 
other location. 
The county commissioners re­ 


vealed today that Barnes offered 
a month ago to bear the cost of 
moving the building to his resi­ 
dence at E. State and Broad Sts. 
Barnes said that he will accept 
the building on a "no-strings-at- 
tached basis” and will install the 


building on the two-acre grounds 
surrounding his home. 
He said that moving and dig­ 
ging a new foundation for the 
one-story building will cost more 
than $15,000.

Two Main Items 


Two main items in the plan 
brought the most reaction from 
the audience. 


The first was a long-range plan 
to bring induntry into the town­ 
ship to help carry the high tax 
burden.
